It  was  the  number  of  Danzig's  father's 
remarkably  violent  military  unit  in  World  War  II. 

In  Rocky  III,  there  were  139  men  auditioned  for 
the  role  of  "Thunder lips,"  a  role  which  eventually 
went  to  Hulk  Hogan.
